— The following is the ad- 
dress of Mr. A. Y. Ford before th<» 
Kentucky Freas asAnclatlon at the 
mid-winter gathrrlnR In I^tiwlsvlIIe: 

The tax systeni of a cute deserves 
«M«(al «0MMw»ttaB. hacatiw the 
p(nr«r to tat la tk« powar to deatroT. 
and a tax unwisely laid may easily 
drain the lir<' of a community or kill 
an IndUAtrv. Approximately $20,000,- 
000 a year are taken from the pockets 
of the people of Kentucky for the sup- 
port o( tka atato, coutjr aai moalei- 
pal g oye f OBta. It la Ineompreben- 
•Ible that a thing which means so 
much in dollars and cents to the peo- 
ple of the state i<tioiild generally hare 
raeelTcd such scant ronsldt^rattnn It 
la difflcult to understand why it should 
itevo toaa ao hari at aap ttea to ae- 
froBi tkoaa ^rg^i witk tlie 
^ty of makint oar laws a careful. 
'<1U)rouirh aad eonaclentious study of 
flh« methods by which these large rrv- 
^nue« are raised We have no special 
^eomplalat to make of the way In 
vkleh tkaaa ra^ a— aa ato apaat. 
naia kaa baoa ao aoMMoraMa ox- 
fraragaaee in the expenditure of our 
pablle funds. It Is therefore time that 
Wf now stop to consider carefully 
whether th«'<:e Ur»5o sums arc raised 
by the beat^ possible methods, whether 
tkaor ara raM ta a way Ifeat ^iatrib- 
«laa tka karden fairly aa betwaaa the 
ownora of various klpds of property, 
whether the tax laws impose the leait 
burden contilsfent with the demand 
for revenue, an<l whrfhor thry so dis- 
tribute the bitrden as to offer the least 
faaa lhi a hladraaoa to tka 4aya l epai a» t

N'or do we stop h«re. On top of thb 
state tax of &•< .'>-t\(H .ind tho COtWty tai 
of to rt-nta there Is still Imftoeed a loca 
tax ranirtna all the way from W eenta t< 
|1.Kt. and aometlmes higher, and wttl 
every ( or W eenta added tn the rati 
more and more nroperty la eliminated t>| 
biding or tmderealtMtlon. The averagt 
tax rate In citlea and towna of first, aea 
ond. third, fourth and flfth elaases li 
Kentucky to ahotit tLTt Thto aaaoanti 
to about 01 per sent of the return fron 
«ny 4 per cent Investment, It amounti 
ti> a lltti.' under 4S per cent of the retun 
from any ^ per rent Investment, and t 
you nti,>ly It tn a S per cent laveetmeat 
such ns a savings account. It takee near 
ly 7S iK-r rent oi" the Income. Not evei 
the wildest extremest would propoee ai 
income Inx of 4S to 7S per cent. Tet thv 
Is what we trj- to eoUert frtmi som« 
clnaaea of pronerty. It Is too much 'i 
expert of weak human na'.ure. It Is i 
stupid defiance of economic laws aj» we| 
aj< of the law of human nature. Wh»l 
any tax tnkea m<ire than N per cent ol 
the Income fsom any class of property, 
undervaluation and cvnslon will heirln. 
The larprer the pcrci^nt. of lnr<im« 
taktn by a fax thf Krvatcr Incentive to 
fvMHtcin. undcTvaluntIrn and perjury iti 
order t:> •■•ic.iiH- tho bur.I.-n, until you 
reach a point whcr. t.i pll^. further tnxea 
en a t.«x rate nlrcidv hlxh does not 
yield a proport'onat.' Increase of reve- 
nue. 

Wa Have Tried It Ninetaafi Yaara. 

We flxed this system In the imw eon- 
Btltutton nineteen yeara ago. Oar tnten- 
tlona were fffiod. We acted with the bert 
llaht We had at (hat time, rnfortunatelv. 
however, at the time we adopted It, the 
system was being abandoned elsewhere. 
It 4s not ytoldlng sadlctont revenue for a 

rroirreastve atate. It hampers Industries, 
t burdens the poor mtn. It drives capi- 
tal out of the aitte, or Into fornSh at In- 
vt>etment that do not promote huaiaesB 
activity and do not fumtoh employment 
to Inlxir and do not develop the re•ou^ces 
of tho Htate. 

It Is a mistake to sappoee that It to the 
rich man only, or < eMefly." wbo has a 
c:\use of complaint, ^agafaiet the preeent 
tax system. The rleh man can take care 
nt himself, and doea take care f him- 
self. He undoes ■ M • ■ -,. t-xx i . v*. or If 

to tell him how ■ ■ urrangv hi* mveat- 
menta as to l>e in a aafe peaMaa' when 
the assessment time rolls aroond. If all 
else fall*, he can move out of, tfie state. 
He Is stnart enough to put the greater 
part of hia aetata la forma ef property 
that he can aoslQr eoaceal from the aa> 
seasor. The pear man can not do theaa 
thlnga. If be ba* beep fortuiuite and 
thrifty t n oagb' ta aave aaytbing at all. 
generally It Aret takes the form of a 
aavlnga aecoont and then of a home. 
He knows llttto or ■oHOag of stocks and 
bonda. If he has a sarlngx account he 
must conceal It from the nseesaor or irlve 
up practically the whole of lia yHId In 
taxes. If he has not sHved ennuah for a 
home he still pays a tax on reitl estate, 
for every man who lives under a roof 
must pny this tax, whether In excbance 
for a tax recipt from the stmrlff. or for 
a rent receipt from the landlord. There 
Is no escaping Ik. And If the poor man 
In Kentucky has tried to buy a home and 
has made a partial itayment on It. he 
dnds that the notes representing his de- 
ferred payments are also taxed, and the 
lender may be trusted to arranae matters 
so that the owner of the property wIM 
stand the hnrdrn of the tax on those 
notes, praetleaqr ma king Mm fay daable 
.tax to the extetft ef bis aapali parebare 
m<u»«y. 

.Costs the State Heavily. 

|I :have .seen It stated recently fhnt the 
pjiscrtlon that our tax system has driven 
CH4>Uivl /rtim Kentucky and kwps other 
raptliu /riun cominK ir. Kentucky la a 
bald Aee»-rtl(jn i\ut rof'ilnr on f-»cts. i 
bnvo st{t.tc«l jH-fiiTC and J r«'i>i at heiv. 
thnf atv.iUi Oiri»" ycirc «xo hy corre- 
S|><)n»len< •• iinJ .ith.-rwls*' I" i»<-rson.-vll v 
traced mi rc th.ip .Ave million dollars of 
capital iliat lia»l -befp Investi-d In K«-n- 
tuoky. t>ut had t>een recently closed out 
and t.-vken /rood .the sljvte tx^cauae Its 
.owners found that under more advan- 
tsBeous tax laws elsewhere .they could 
ret Kj-eater yiikltis ,/rom Ihelr Investment. 
This mon<>y was not taken from the 
larire centi-rs of population -like I»«it8- 
ville. It was t^ken from small eommun- 
It1<-s where the wUhdrawhi of tim,Ma or 
t^no.nw meant a r a th er Mxlous coatrac- 
iiun In tbe awptlabte .eaphpl ef the earn- 
munlty. 

Wa Naad 4uitaUa jCapitaL 

It has not been Ions jrtnc* I heard the 
very startling statement asade by a 
epeaker at a pa b He aa t bay to a that we 
do not need foreign capital 4n Iteattieky. 
I am quite aure no editor of a Ken- 
tticky newspaper will atrrec to this. 
Pmcl^ally all of th«> <leve1opment of 
the resources of Kentucky that has 
taken place has been by the aid of for- i 
eifcn capital. It must have been so. 
We did not have the capital ourselves. 
If we do not iret It from the outside, ] 
we wiMild not have It at all. The de- 
velijpment now KoInK on In . Eastern 
Kentucky Is almost wholly hy mtans 
of otitside capital. We ne^-^l this out- 
side capital. We w.-^nt it to come. We 
want If to stand for Its fa'r share of i 
the burden of our rxp«'nses. It Is not 
propoMHi to exempt it from taxation In 
order to xet It, but It Is propose*! to ad- 
just the taxes upon every form of capl- : 
tal that comes with a reasonable view 
to thi- profit It exfjects to yield Its own- . 
ers atid also with an eye out for the ; 
romftetltion between one State and an- ' 
other In tha advantnaes olfered for Such 
Investments. i 

8oma Abaurd Reairita. 

Let me point out a few of the at>eurd1- 
tles in pmctico in enforclryt the ireneral 
property tax In Kentucky. I.ct us sup- 
pose a man with a thousand doll.irs !a 
a savings account In I.,<>ulsvtU<v At tha 
prevatllnx rate of Interest, three per 
cent, ho would realise In one year thirty 
dollars on hia savlnas. He would pay 
tUtt of this t30.W In taXiM. I do not 
know what the tax rate now Is In Pa« 
ducah. Several years sgo It was II.M 
on the n0O.OO If this man had hia thou- 
sand dollars deposited In a Padncah bank 
at thr*e per cent Interest, he would 
have realised PKtM a year from his !n- 
vestment, and he would have paid til .on 
In taxes, paying a pen.tlty for being 
thrtfQT. In view of this. It Is no won- 
der that out of more than t*.om. 100.000 of 
savings In the rnlted States there are 
barely fSn.OOS.OW In savlnas banks In Ken- 
tncky. The more liberal policy pursued 
bv the New England States haa made 
that little comer of our eolbntry the 
(reat reservoir of eavlnxa funds, tae 
hoarded doll.irs of people of small means, 
which In the ararenate make such an 
enormous sum, that every xreat enter- 
prise with' a deservinc bond Iseue to float 
looks flrst to the Naw Encland market. 
Banks Protect Themselves. 

It Is often ststed by people who have 
aat laveatisatsd thla awvameat Car a 



revision of the tax system that It 
natro largely In the deeire of banks to 

eacaiH" from taxation. I.»t no one con- 
cern hImsHf alxiut the banks In thla 
matt».r. The tax on b.inks d«MS not stop 
t here There Is such a thi ok a.s Incl- 
«h>ni>- of taxation, which In common 
p.trlKnce merely means nhoulderltig the 
load off on the next fellow. If ft bank 
has to pay a hinh rate of taxation it 
acts If hack from the Ixirrower. If that 
borrower l« a retail merchant he ir«ts 
It hack fn m hu cuotomer. If the l>or- 
er is the ,.vn.T of real eaUte who Is 
uttlnic nxMiey Into hoiuies. he Rets It 
k from his tenants, who may N- poor 
ni'-n In the end. the t.-ix will be borne 
by someN>dy else than the hank The 
bank will continue to earn dividends for 
Its stockholders. 

Ihit 1 do not mean that too heavy a 
tax on a iMnk has not nn unfavorable 
effect. The unfavorable eff.ei . f it Is 
upon the c«»mmunlty, however, as a 
Whote. Rather than staml iivo heavv a 
Ifc?? of taxation the banks will reduce 
their capital and surplus, as many of 
Ihem have done In Kentuckv. I'ndfr the 
••W of this State, the amount that can 
he loaned by a bank to nnv €ine linllvld- 
ual or firm or corporation Is llmlt><<l to 
a fixed percentaRe of the capital and 
surplus of that bank. The result, there- 
fore, of reducing the capital and surplus 
of banks Is to reduce the amotint of 
crcMt that can he alven and to restrict 
the hanking facilities of our lnr«e mer- 
eantlle and awBUfactUflng establish- 
ments. This has mne so far that there 
Is not a larrr eetabllshment In the State 
to-day that can procure from Its local 
banks a sufflrlent line of credit to carry 
on Its enterprise. Nor to there In Ken- 
tucky today on aeeeunt of the heavy 
tax we put on capital and banklna de- 
posits a sliiKle Institution or any aroop 
af mstltntl.ins strnnR enouxh to float a 
really Mk financial enterprise. 

A Paraleal Reeult. 

. *'«wtrast with this the fact th it for 
Itia there were listed In the State of 
Kentuchy for uxstlon bonds to the 
ammint of only lt.m.171 out of a fatal 
asaeaament of |R28,n(.Qa— or leas titan 
seven-tentha of one per cent. Add to 
bonda the amount listed of stocks and 
money and they all amount to leas th*n 
to per cent of the total, and without 
mortgage notes (wMch can't eseapel te 
less than I per cent of the total. Thla . 
Is absurd, but It to true. No maa will 
presume tn say that this Is more than 
an Infinitesimal i>art of the bonds ae« 
tiiaMy owned In this Slate subject to taa- 
atlon under the State laws as they 
stand. Of this menirre amount nearly 
ona-half wns listed In Jefferson Pountv. 
How It Could Be Better Dene. 
There are ways of rlerlxluK revenue 
from these cla.««fs of properly thTt es- 
cape In Kentuckv ntidcr our prf .s<'nf sys- 
tem. l.,et me lllustrale. We attempt. «s 
I have shown, to tax .xavliiK!- deposits 
vIeldlnR three i»er cent by the same 
method and at the same rate that we use 
In taking any other form of pro|M>rty 
which pays flfteen or twenty or twentv- 
^^•♦.Pcr cent and which to fixed and vlri- 
ble In Its character. The consequence Is 
that practically no savlnas depnidts are I 
alven In for Uxatlnn. In the Jlew Knx- 
land Statea savlnas deposits are taxed 
at rates varying from some thirty to 
forty eenta This tax Is paid by the 
ivink. and the bank ndjusls It with the 
owner of the savlnas deposit. The State 
Is certain of the re%'enue. since It to 
content to take a rmsonable pereentaae 
of the ineame derived from the deposit, 
and It has no dlfllculty In collecting It. 
It Is not forced to attempt to And this 
In the hands of the Individual 
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Nonon Route
